The  Eighteenth  Annual  Report 


The  Board  of  Management  begs  to  submit  the  Eighteenth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital,  together  with  the  list  of  Annual 
Subscribers  and  Donors,  and  the  Audited  Accounts  to  December 
31st,  1932. 

In  accordance  with  the  Articles  of  Association,  two  Meetings 
of  the  Association  were  held  in  April  and  October. 

A  few  words  on  the  composition  of  the  Association  and  its 
work  with  regard  to  the  Management  of  the  Hospital  may  be  of 
interest  to  subscribers. 

The  Association  of  Letchworth  Hospital  (Incorporated)  con¬ 
sists  of  not  more  than  50  members,  and  is  composed  of  the 
following : 

i.  Those  members  of  the  Letchworth  Permanent  Hospital  Com¬ 
mittee,  1914,  and  of  the  Letchworth  Hospital  Board  of 
Management,  who  were  members  of  either  or  both  bodies 
at  the  date  of  the  Registration  of  the  Association  in 
July  1919. 

II.  Life  Governors,  Honorary  Life  Governors  and  Governors. 

Qualification  of  Life  Governor. 

(a)  A  gift  of  £200  or  its  equivalent  out  of  the  estate  of 
a  deceased  person  entitles  a  representative  nominated  by 
the  trustees  to  be  a  Life  Governor. 

(b)  A  gift  of  at  least  50  guineas  by  one  person,  either 
in  one  donation,  or  in  instalments  of  not  less  than  10 
guineas  each. 


Honorary  Life  Governor. 

The  recommendation  by  the  Board  of  Management  of  a 
person  on  the  grounds  of  exceptional  services  rendered,  or 
benefits  conferred,  subject  to  election  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  the  Association. 
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Qualification  of  Governor. 

(a)  The  gift  by  a  Firm  or  Company  of  100  guineas,  or 
five  annual  subscriptions  of  20  guineas.  The  Governor  to 
be  nominated  by  such  Firm  or  Company. 

(b)  The  gift  of  at  least  10  guineas  by  a  single  person  for 
the  year  in  which  the  gift  is  made. 

(c)  A  subscription  or  collection  by  a  religious  body  of  at 
least  10  guineas  in  any  one  year.  The  Governor  to  be 
nominated  by  such  body. 

(d)  A  subscription  of  at  least  10  guineas  in  any  one  year 
by  a  public  body,  body  of  persons  employed  in  a  firm,  Trade 
Union  or  other  Society.  The  Governor  to  be  nominated  by 
such  body. 

III.  Not  more  than  three  members  of  the  Letchworth  Urban 

District  Council,  nominated  by  it. 

IV.  Two  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Letchworth 

Hospital. 

V.  Not  more  than  ten  persons,  being  donors  or  subscribers  to 

the  Association,  who  shall  be  nominated  in  writing  by  or 
on  behalf  of  the  unincorporated  body. 

Shortly  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  and 
Donors,  the  Association  holds  its  Annual  General  Meeting,  when 
it  receives  the  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  for  the  year,  adopts  the 
same,  appoints  the  Auditors  and  the  Officers,  and  elects  members 
of  the  Board.  One-third  of  the  elected  members  of  the  Board 
retire  each  year,  and  are  eligible  for  re-election.

The  Association  meets  again  in  the  Autumn,  when  the  half- 
year’s  work  is  reviewed.  In  this  way  the  Association  keeps  in 
touch  with  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  the  various 
Committees. 

Access  to  the  Articles  of  Association  may  always  be  obtained 
through  the  Chairman  or  Secretary. 

During  the  year  364  in-patients  have  been  treated  in  Hospital 
as  against  351  in  the  preceding  year.  Patients  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted  from  the  following  places  :  Great  Amwell,  1 ;  Ashwell,  3  ; 
Baldock,  42;  Bygrave,  2;  Hitchin,  7;  Ilford,  1;  Letchworth,  282; 
London,  6 ;  Middlesbrough,  1  ;  Radwell,  2 ;  Rushden,  2 ;  Steve- 
nage,  3  ;  Stotfold,  2  ;  Wallington,  3  ;  Walsworth,  1 ;  Weston,  6. 
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In  the  course  of  the  year  fifteen  road  accident  cases  have 
beeji  brought  to  the  Hospital.  The  cost  of  these  amounted  to 
£2t2  4s.  8d.,  of  which  £108  16s.  was  recovered,  leaving  an 
adverse  balance  of  £163  8s.  8d. 

Hospital  Sunday  is  always  observed  in  Letchworth  on  the 
second  Sunday  in  July.  The  Congregational  collections  and  the 
Harvest  Thanksgiving  collections  amounted  to  £52  3s.  8d. 

The  Ball,  oiganised  by  Mrs.  Gaunt  and  her  Committee  for 
the  Hospital,  realised  £107  net. 

The  Frugal  Supper,  organised  by  Mr.  G.  Munt  and  Mrs. 
Coaten,  did  not  lose  its  interest  by  being  repeated.  An  en¬ 
thusiastic  gathering,  presided  over  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Widgery,  Vice- 
Chairman,  met  in  the  Icknield  Hall,  where  an  enjoyable  evening 
was  spent,  and  £40  handed  over  to  the  Treasurer.  Many  people 
who  were  present  realised  even  more  clearly  than  before,  that 
it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  all  citizens  to  support  the  Hospital 
according  to  their  powers. 

The  Herts  Football  Association  again  sent  in  a  oenerous 
donation  of  £17  17s. 

A  concert  arranged  at  Grove  House,  Baldock,  brought  in 
£3  5s.,  and  Miss  Bertha  Brown  sent  £1  5s.  8d.,  being  part  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  her  concert  in  Baldock. 

The  sale  of  silver  foil  amounted  to  £5  10s.  8d.  The  Hon. 
Secretary  is  glad  to  receive  any  consignments  to  be  packed  up  and 
sent  to  town. 

The  Hospital  Cup  Competition  (North  Herts  Football  Asso¬ 
ciation)  realised  £37  Os.  8d. 

The  entrance  fees  for  the  two  Cup  Competitions  at  the  Golf 
Club  amounted  to  £10  15s. 

The  contribution  from  the  Hitchin  Thespians  amounted  this 
year  to  £40. 

Pound  Day  in  Letchworth  was  held  at  the  beginning  of 
October.  Bad  weather  and  hard  times  made  it  less  successful 
than  in  former  years.  Mrs.  Gaunt  and  her  helpers  took  up  their 
usual  stand  on  the  Colonnade  and  a  collection  was  also  made 
outside  Norton  Post  Office.  The  result  for  Letchworth  was  £19 
16s.  2d.  in  cash  and  4541bs.  in  groceries,  etc. 

Pound  Day  in  Baldock  was  held  at  the  end  of  September. 
The  stall  in  the  Market  Place  was  presided  over  by  Mrs.  Farr 
and  her  helpers — £3  11s.  8d.  was  received  in  cash  and  2081bs.  in 
groceries. 

The  Approved  Societies  have  contributed  £4  15s.  for  Hos¬ 
pital  treatment  of  their  members  against  £25  5s.  last  year.  £29 
5s.  has  been  received  from  the  Herts  County  Council  for  Hospital 
treatment  of  school  children,  and  £9  15s.  for  the  treatment  of 
non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  cases. 
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The  financial  accounts,  which  are  included  elsewhere  in  this 
report,  show  : — 

The  Works  Collection,  £1,124  15s.  5d.,  as  compared  with 
£1,164  5s.  lid.  in  1931.  The  House  Collections,  £820  16s.  6d., 
as  compared  with  £773  3s.  9d.  in  1931. 

The  House-to-House  Collection  plays  a  very  important  part 
in  raising  money  for  the  Hospital.  Those  who  collect  have  no 
easy  task  :  many  are  engaged  at  work  during  the  day,  and  have, 
therefore,  to  devote  evening  leisure  to  collecting  small  amounts 
from  many  houses.  Special  thanks  are  due  to  all  those  who  work 
in  this  devoted  way  and  to  Mr.  E.  A.  Barratt,  who  has  special 
supervision  over  this  work.  The  amount  so  raised  includes  a 
number  of  annual  subscriptions,  donations,  etc.,  which  are  not 
accounted  for  in  the  totals  of  the  respective  districts  as  shown 
in  the  subsequent  list.

The  income  from  all  sources,  therefore,  has  amounted  to 
£4,022  15s.  8d. ,  as  compared  with  £3,850  6s.  9d.  in  1931. 
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The  expenditure  has  amounted  to  £4,140  6s.  lid.,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  £3,897  6s.  4d.  in  1931,  showing-  excess  of  expendi¬ 
ture  over  income  of  £117  11s.  3d. 

Expenditure  this  year,  however,  includes  some  special  im¬ 
provements  and  outlays. 

When  the  present  Hospital  was  built  in  1921,  the  rubber 
floor  in  the  Operating-  Theatre  was  presented  by  the  Rubber 
Growers’  Association.  This  floor  answered  very  well  for  several 
years,  but  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  replace  it  with  a  terrazzo 
floor,  which  should  be  perfectly  durable.  The  cost  of  this,  along 
with  a  few  necessary  alterations  in  the  theatre,  was  £137  16s.  6d. 

It  was  necessary  in  the  spring  to  execute  some  periodical 
repairs  to  buildings. 

Furniture  costing  about  £40  has  also  been  bought  for  the 
Matron’s  sitting-room  and  bedroom  to  replace  that  lent  for  so 
many  years  by  Dr.,  and  Mr.  Cockerell. 

As  a  consequence  of  this  extra  expenditure  the  deficit  at  the 
end  of  the  year  would  have  been  much  greater  had  it  not  been  for 
the  bequest  of  £121  9s.  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  D.  E. 
McCaskill,  of  Baldock. 

District  Nursing. 

In  July,  Queen’s  Nurse  Bamford  gave  up  her  work  in  the 
district.  Her  resignation,  which  had  been  rendered  necessary 
from  various  causes,  was  received  with  much  regret.  She  had 
worked  as  District  Nurse  since  1919,  and  was  much  beloved  by 
her  patients. 

Queen’s  Nurse  Robins  has  been  recently  appointed  in  her 
place,  and  she  is  also  doing  some  work  for  the  County  Council. 
Queen’s  Nurse  Walker  is  giving  full  time  to  the  District.  Her 
services  and  those  of  Nurse  Robins  are  very  much  appreciated  by 
their  patients.

Entertainments. 

It  happens  occasionally  that  organisers  of  entertainments 
apply  to  the  Board  for  permission  to  use  the  name  of  the  Hospital

in  advertising  their  entertainments.  The  Board,  while  gratefully 
acknowledging  the  kindness  and  goodwill  of  the  organisers,  is 
not  always  able  to  grant  this  permission.  It  realises  that  too 
many  public  appeals  may  diminish  regular  subscriptions  and  other 
sources  of  income.  All  those  organising-  entertainments  advertised 
as  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  are  expected  to  give  a  large  percen¬ 
tage  of  the  takings  without  making  heavy  deduction  for  expenses, 
etc.  The  permission  of  the  Board  must  always  be  obtained  before 
using  the  name  of  the  Hospital  in  an  advertisement. 

The  Board  wishes  to  point  out  that  although  regular  sub¬ 
scribers  under  the  House  Collection,  and  under  the  Works 
Collection,  are  entitled  to  free  maintenance  while  in  Hos¬ 
pital,  this  does  not  necessarily  imply  free  medical  treatment.  In 
the  great  majority  of  cases  the  doctors  make  no  charge  for  their 
services,  but  they  reserve  the  right  to  do  so  when  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  contributor  appear  to  justify  it. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  sorrow  at  the  loss  of  Mrs. 
C.  Fox  and  Miss  L.  B.  Allen,  both  of  whom  rendered  long  and 
faithful  service  to  the  Hospital;  also  of  Mr.  R.  W.  Smith,  who 

worked  for  many  years  on  the  House  Collection. 

The  Board  regrets  that,  owing  to  ill-health,  Mr.  Try  has  re¬ 
signed  his  position  on  the  Board,  and  it  records  its  appreciation 
of  the  valuable  services,  extending  over  many  years,  always  so 
willingly  rendered  by  him. 

Mr.  Connolly  is  still  looking  after  the  garden  and  doing  much 
useful  work  in  addition.  The  yearly  gift  of  seeds  from  the  C.G.A. 
is  much  appreciated.  The  Poultry  Report  shows  a  credit  balance 
of  £3  3s.  5d. 

The  Board  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  unstinted  and 
devoted  service  of  the  Matron.  The  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff 
have  co-operated  wholeheartedly  with  her. 

The  Board  desires  to  thank  the  Hon.  Consulting  Staff,  the 
Hon.  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  and  the  Hon.  Dental  Surgeons 
for  their  services  ;  the  various  ministers  of  religion  for  conduct¬ 
ing  weekly  services  at  the  Hospital ;  the  local  Press  ;  the  Hon.
